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REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 
For the year 1884—5. 


In calling your attention to the condition of our schools 
the past year we have great cause for thankfulness that 
great epidemics that have interfered with the prosperity of 
schools in various parts of the State have not visited the 
schools of our town. With some few exceptions the 
health of pupils and teachers has been good. 

Appropriation of school money, $983 69; whole number 
of pupils attending two weeks or more, boys, 89, girls, 73 ; 
total, 161; cost per pupil, $6 00 nearly ; aggregate num- 
ber of weeks of school, 169. For further statistics see ta- 
ble. 

TEXT BOOKS. 


We have made no change in text books during the two 
years we have had the care of the school, but we think 
the time has come when a change is highly desirable. 
‘‘Watson’s Speller” and ‘‘Swinton’s Grammar” may and 
should be eliminated from our schools, and better books 
substituted. ‘Greenleaf’s Arithmetic” is approved, and 
we have seen none enough better to warrant a change. 
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There wére, howéver, classes in other arithmetics. Teach- 
ers bring the series used at academies, and being more fa- 
miliar with them than the authorized series, allow pupils 
to study them. Parents send their children with the 
arithmetic they happen to have, insist that they are good 
enough, and prevail upon the teachers to allow their use. 
All of which tends to multiply classes and is all wrong. 
In one school there were thirty or more classes with but 
fourteen pupils in the school. We have had good classes 
in the new Physiology in some of the schools, notably in 
Districts No. 8, 5 and 6. Inthe others the number who 
studied it was small, and there was an unaccountable in- 
difference among parents in regard to it. 


TEACHERS. 


There were 13 females and 1 male teacher employed in 
town the past year. Some have been more successful than 
others as is always to be expected, but we believe all have 
striven earnestly and conscientiously to be faithful in the: 
performance of their duties. Misses Nahor, Lamson, Cur- 
tis, Child, Hadley and Herlihy have taught in town be- 
fore, and maintained their reputation as efficient and prac- 
tical teachers. Miss Annie Clark and Miss Clara Burton 
gave good satisfaction. Misses Carleton, Spaulding and 
Lovejoy made their first bow as teachers. It was also Mr. 
Ford’s first experience as an instructor. In district No. 
6 the board was given, and a long term of school was the 
result. The discipline was good and we think the school 
a success. Some of the scholars under Miss Carleton’s 
charge made fine progress and the school was a quiet and 
orderly one. 
SCHOOL HOUSES. 
Many of the school houses of our town are located in 
very bleak and cold situations, exposed to the fury of the 
winds of winter and the hot sun of summer, without a tree 
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to furnish shade or shelter. Some of the school houses of 
an adjoining town have a row of beautiful maples all 
around, and it seemed to usa very good thing for the pu- 
pils attending those schools. Why not have a day set 
apart in those districts where the school house is unpro- 
tected, the coming year, when every parent or interested 
friend of the school shall bring a maple or other good shade 
tree and set it out properly so that future generations of 
pupils shall not have such barren and desolate surruund- 
ings to the place where they acquire knowledge. Most of 
the school houses require some little repair which may be 
done at trifling cost, but which adds much to the comfort 
and convenience of the inmates. In some of the districts 
repairs in houses and furniture are very much needed, and 
we respectfully call the attention of districts Nos. 2 and 7 
to that necessity. 


SCHOOLS. 

As a rule our schools have been prosperous and profita- 
~ ble the past year. Tlere were, however, exceptions. 
There was but one term of school in district No. 7 during 
the year. Miss Mary Crosby was engaged to teach. Her 
large experience as an instructor, and thorough knowledge 
of text books led us to anticipate a successful term of 
school. Disturbing influences, however, (the nature,cause 
or responsibility it were useless now to discuss,) sadly 
marred its efficiency. The winter term in district No. 8 
was « total failure. A Miss Soule was engaged to teach, 
but after two or three weeks of school she left without a 
word of explanation. The first we knew about the matter 
the prudential committee said she had concluded not to go 
on with the school. No marks were made in the school 
register. There is but one scholar of a school age in the 
district, and in calling the attention of the inhabitants to 
the matter, suggest that a remedy may be found in the 
School Laws, chap. 1, section 5. 
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We find in looking over the Registers that tardiness is 
a great evil in our schools, and we believe the names in 
the Roll of Honor are worthy of a place in this report, 
hoping that the publishing of them will stimulate other 
pupils to try to get their names there in the future. 

In closing this report we cannot forbear urging upon our 
citizens, broad. liberal and generous consideration of our 
schools. Upon their efficiency rests the hope of an educa- 
tion to many a boy and girl. Criticism is easy and perfect 
success very very difficult to attain. Exercising a broad 
charity let us strive to advance the standard of the educa- 
tional facilities of our town, remembering that successful 
schools do not depend entirely upon teachers and superin- 
tendent.
